The Alberta Legislature was ‘ad- 
journed “at the end of last week. It 
4s to meet again in ‘the summer ata 
date not yet fixed to consider legisla- 
tion dealing withthe railways in the 
north of [the province, ‘In the closing 
period ofthe ‘session several © impor- 
tant measures were passed. The Goy- 
ernment’s bill to deal with the Leth- 
bridge. Northern irrigation scheme 
was passed. This bill is an attempt to 
- save the scheme from. total wreck. 
The province had guaranteed the de- 
benture issue of the scheme,. which 
means a liability of some five million 
-dollars’'at once and an ultimate lia- 
bility of twélve millions if the interest 
is counted also. Rather than allow the 
scheme to fail altogether the Govern- 
ment is proposing new. measures | to 
save it, These are the getting of 
new settlers, the reduction ‘of the cost 
of water tothe settlers, and the aboll- 
tion of ithe joint liability of the. set- 
tlers for the'whole scheme, the reduc- 
.tion of holdings to not more than 160 
acres each and financial help up to 
- $850.00 per settler. Even so the pro- 
‘vince will lose four million dollars on 
‘the scheme, at least. 

_. A Mines Act was ‘passed, the chief 
. feature of ‘which is. provision for com- 
pelling mining companiés to pay their

The 'Tax Recovery Act was amend- 
en to provide for notice of tax forfeit- 
ures being sent by the Land Registrar 
to interested parties beforehand to 
enable them to protect their interests. 


The Government is setting up a 
‘voluntary unpaid committee of: ladies 
and ‘gentlemen. to inspect ‘prisons..and 


- asylums -in; the -province,. this being 


the outcome of. tlie Lethbridge Gaol 
enquiry. It has also passed an Act 
for the control of private hospitals. 

There is to be a redistribution ‘of 
constituencies in the province, the 
net effect of which is to reduce the 
membership of the Legislature by six. 

The city of Calgary was given ‘the 
rightof direct legislation in school mat- 
ters in spite of the Minister of Edu- 
sation’s suggestion that.if Calgary got 
the right, the municipal districts also 
would claim it, and so tend to destroy 
the uniform’ standards of education 
throughout the province. 

The Government renewed its mil- 
ion dollar guarantee to the wheat 
pool and authorized it to build or buy 
alevators in the province and also at 
Vancouver. 

The Secretary of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool has published a_ state- 
ment alleging that the fluctuations in 
the price of wheat were due to a de- 
liberate attempt to break the Western 
Canadian Wheat ‘Pool. The United 
States authorities also are making en- 
quiries into this matter, and there 
seems to be ground for grave dissatis- 
faction with the operations on the 
wheat exchanges in North America. 
The Alberta Pool is declared to be in a 
quite sound position. 

(The Alberta Government through 
the Premier announced that no decision 
has yet been come to on the question 
of the Spray Lakes power scheme. The 
Dominion Government has control 
over the water in the first ‘place, and 
has not yet decided whether it will 
grant the Province a license to de- 
velop the power. The Province will 
confer with the municipalities before 
coming to its decision, as the cost of 
the project—from eleven to fourteen 
million dollars—is ttoo great for the 
Provincial Government to undertake 
unaided. 

The mines in Southern Aberta are 
re-opening. In almost all of them the 
miners have broken away from ‘the 
United Mineworkers of America and 
are joining a merely Canadian union. 
The men have accepted iower wages. 

John L. Lewis, head of tthe Inter- 
national Mine Workers of America, 
reached Halifax last week for a con- 
ference as to the miners’ strike. The 
Strike Relief Committee is said to be 
out of funds and there is much dis- 
tress amongst the strikers ‘but no 
settlement is definitely in sight. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
Dominion Parliament to revalue farm 
lands and stock under the S. 8S. B. 
scheme. 

Tt was announced by several papers 
in Alberta that newsprint paper made 
from straw has been found to be quite 
serviceable, and the setting up of an 
industry tomakeitin Ailberta is sug- 
gested. 

W. R. Hull, a noted Calgary citizen, 
died, leaving large bequests to public 
or charitable purposes, including $100.- 
0 00 ta the Anglican diocese of Cal- 
gary, $25,000:00 to the Red (Cross and 
$5,000.00 each to the Navy League 
ana the Roy Scout organizations.

FARMING NOTES 


On 18th of April the University of 
Alberta will be holding a Feeders’ Day 
when 
questions regarding livestock feeding 
will be considered and discussed. 

The Centnal Alberta Co-operative 
Society shipped last week 4 cars of 
hogs, 2 cars of cattle and part of a car 
of eggs. ‘ 

Eggs are being taken in by the Co- 
operative Society from Ponoka, ‘Olive, 
Alix, Tees, Morningside, Lacomhe, 
Blackfalds, all points West of Red 
Deer, Penhold, Joffre, Wagner, Bow- 
den, Innisfail and Pine Lake. 


Nigeria it seemed possible that he 
might not be able to visit that part of 
the country.

’ 120 collieries in Great Britain have 
been closed as unprofitable since the 
beginning of this year, thus adding to 
the unemployment in the country. 

The ‘South African trade preference 
to Great Britain is being changed, and 
put onto a basis of reciprocal prefer- 
ences, but it was publicly stated that 
no hostility to the Empire is implied 
in the change. 

Australia is to make an effort to get 
half a-.million British- immigrants in 
the next ten years. The Australian 
statesmen are waking up to the fact 
that they cannot possibly hope to hold 
a continent with only five million peo- 
ple when an indefinite number of 
millions of-Asiatics are eager to -set- 
tle.in it. F 

Lord Balfour's visit to Palestine has 
provoked serious disturbances. At 
several Jewish settlements he was re- 


‘}ceived with the highest possible hon- 


ours, but on leaving Palestine ~for 
Damascus, which is part of the French 
mandated territory of Syria, he had a 
very ‘bad reception. His hotel was at- 
tacked by'a mob of Arabs, whom the 
police could not keep in check, and it 
was only when French African troops 
charged the mob with drawn swords 
that the Arabs were dispersed. Mr. 
Balfour and this party left Damascus 
for the coast where they embarked on 
their steamer. It is worth noting that 
ths outbreak occurred not in British 
mandated territory but in French, and 
there has always been a considerable 
amount of jealousy between the French 
andithe British officials in this region. 
The Governor of Syria at present is 
General Sarrail, who was deprived of 
his command during the war by M. 
Clemenceau for taking part with M. 
CaiMaux in treacherous intrigues. 
While in command at Salonika Sar- 
rail did all he could to irritate and in- 
sult the allies of France and this out- 
break in Damascus may just possibly 
have been viewed without much dis- 
favour fy the Governor. 


FOREIGN 


The Kurdish revolt against the 
Turks has spread into Persia where 
the Kurdish tribes are reported to the 
joining their fellows in Turkish terri- 
tory. The Turks claim a decisive vic- 
tory at Guendji over the Kurds, but 
the fact of a general mobilisation hav- 
ing been ordered in Turkey makes it 
look as if the revolt was serious. The 
cause of the revolt seems to ‘be a com- 
bination of religious and _ political 
motives. The Kurds are still fdnatic- 
al (Mohammedans and the action of 
the Turkish Government in deposing 
the Sultan, abolishing 'the semi-sacred 
Caliphate and declaring a republic, 
has combined with Turkish adminis- 
trative harshness and incapacity to 
drive the Kurds into revolt. 

The French Government under M. 
Herriot has resigned. The cause of 
resignation is the increasing financial 
diffioulties in France. There has been 
some ttalk of a capital levy to meet 
the emergency, but the country is evi- 
dently not ready to face such a drastic 
measure. The new Premier is likely 
to be M. Briand’; but under existing 
conditions no government can de 
other than precarious in France. 

In Russia the Patriarch Tikhon is 
dead. He was for a long time impris- 
oned by the Bolshevists for resisting 
their measures against the Russian 
church, and only public outcry and 
protests from foreign coyntries saved 
him from being put to death. He was 
released after making some sort of 
obscure compromise with the Bolshe- 
vist Government and had not been 
prominent since. 

Further disputes among the Bolshe- 
vist lenders are becoming apparent. 
Radek, one of the Triumvirate at the 

of the Russian Government, 
looks like following Trotsky into re- 
tirement or oxile, and non-communist 
forces are slowly gaining ground 
throughout the country. 

Marshal Hindenburg has been put 
forward by the Nationalist Party in 
Germany as a candidate for ‘the Presi- 
dency. There is no doubt he is simply 
the nominee of the Monarchists and 
military party, and if elected will 
merely pave the way so far as he can 
to a restoration of monarchy in Ger- 


many,

(Mr. McNeill is to be congratulated 
on being so fortunate as to fbe able to 
engage such a company. as the Bran- 
dom Opera Company to’come to Red 
Deer. The company surely fulfilled to 
the utmost the high anticipations 
awakened in the people ‘by the prom- 
{sing advertisements. The general im- 
pression received by the audience was 
that of a high class performance, well 
directed. The choruses were excep- 
tionally well itrained and the voices 
blended together in pleasing har- 
mony. 

(Opinions would probably differ on 
which solo appealed the most. of 
Theo Pennington, leading soprano, 
taking the part of “Maid [Marion,” it 
ma be said that she possessed a voice 
of great power and brilliance, a rich 
tone coloring, and a superb finish, 
which was especially noticeable in 
the, ease and fluency with ‘which she 
reached the high notes. 

Miss Jessie Evans, who acted Alan-a- 

Dale with much cleverness, also had a 
very: pleasing voice, the lower itones 
remarkable for. their mellowness and 
beautiful cantabile quality, and the 
higher notes taken with a clarity sur- 
prising in a contralto voice. 

(Robin Hood, aside from his attract- 
ive personality and magnetic stage 
manner, possessed a voice of many 
and varied qualities. Chiefly notice- 
able, however, were the fine shadings, 
the resonant quality of the head-tones, 
and the dramatic effect which he 
achieved. NOP" Be 
A'close second was Little John “Carl 
Bundschie,” who took jeading parts in 
several choruses, hi greatest triumph 
occurring.tin the chorus “Brown. Octob- 
er Ale,” when he surpassed himself iby 
sustaining a note for so long a period 
as almost to make his hearers breath- 
less. This shows what exellent 
breath control he had, and how com- 
pletely he has mastered the technique 
of this art. His voice has a mellow- 
ness and acouracy of pitch which is 
very satisfying to the ear. 

In the singing of the blaksmith’s 
song. in the last act, Mr. Jewkes, as 
“Will Scarlet,” gave a fine exhibition 
of a well-controlled bass, sung in a 
spirited manner which accentuated the 
style of the song to a great extent. 

There were a number of duets, 
quartettes and choruses, all finely 
rendered, among which figured chiefly 
“The Brown October Ale,” the tinker’s 
song and Friar Tuck’s song. 

‘On the whole the music was of a 
very high standard and greatly appre- 
ciated by the audience, almost the only 
defect being faulty enunciation, notic- 
ed in nearly all the singing. Also the 
speehes were said mach too fast, thus 
detracting from the enjoyment. This 
criticism does not apply to the Sheriff 
of Nottingham, who spoke with admir- 
able clearness. 

Referring to the acting, it might be 
said that the Sheriff of Nottingham 
excelled in his comic capacity, and 
probably appealed to the greater part 
of the audience, more than any of the 
cther actors, his drunken scene being 
really extraordinarily funny. 

Considering the inconveniences 
with which the company had to con- 
tend, such as the stage limitations, 
etc., they adapted themselves admir- 
ably, and the costumes could not have 
been better chosen. Its to be deplor- 
ed that the size of the hall was not 
suited to the volume of the choruses, 
but this did not detract from the en- 
joyment of the people at the pleasur- 
able entertainment.

BOARD OF TRADE 
COUNCIL MEETING 


A meeting of the Council of the 
Board of Trade was held last Thurs- 
day afternoon. Mr..H. Willson, Presi- 
dent, presided. Amongst the corres- 
pondence wasa letter from the Tor- 
onto Board of Trade as to the desira- 
bility of the Boards of Trade through- 
out Canada organizing a series of 
meetings'to be addressed’ by prominent 
men on national probleme in the econ- 
omic sphere. The idea.is that Boards 
of Trade all over Canada should study 
these problems from a national stand- 
Point with a view to common action. 
The Council approved of ‘the sugges- 
tion and the Secretary was instructed 
to reply to that effect.

STORIES OF THESECRET. 
SERVICE IN GREECE

modern Greek. Tlhe Athenians were 
debating what the collapse of Turkey 
and Bulgaria would mean for them. 
Would ‘Constantinople be given to 
Greece? Already on the walls of the 
city were flaring great posters adver- 
tising the latest government war loan 
by a picture of a seaman on board the 
Greek cruiser Averoff gazing at the 
city of Constantinople lying under 
his ship’s guns. Would Asia Minor 
and Thrace fali to Greece and ‘the 
dream of a great Greek empire be 
realized.? The waiters hurried to and 
fro with their orders. Their satel. 
lites, those small boys whose duty it 
was to bring fresh water and bread to 
the tables, drifted about in leisurely 
fashion, doing their work and picking 
up their trifling gratuities without vis- 
fble enthusiasm. The six men at their 
table talked among themselves in Eng- 
lish, the native language of all of 
them except the Levantine, who had 
no native lacguage, but spoke Greek, 
Turkish, French and English more o* 
less equally well. Except the one 
over-bearing individual referred to, 
whom we may call Redfern, all were 
evidently on excellent terms with the 
waiter. The latter was a Greek from 
Egypt, whe spoke French fluently sad 
knew also some dozen words of stam- 
mering English. Of the diners three, 
the Levantine, Redfern and the kindly- 
looking, middle-aged man, whom we 
may call Ryelair, spoke Greek perfect- 
ly. All three -had lived in Constantin- 
ople before 'the war, and the chief 
language of Constantinople is Greek. 
The mild youth in spectacles and the 
boy from Russia spoke no Greek at 
all, and the subaltern made frantic at- 
tempts at an extraordinary jargon com- 
posed of a mixture of old classical 
Greek pronounced with a Scottish ac 
cent, modern Greek, which is an 2n- 
lfreby different thing, French ani 
English. ‘These linguistic efforts ex- 
cited a high degree of amusemeut 
amongst the others at table and aso 
in the waiter, who would patiently 
listen to an order given in this quaint 
medium, and either shake his head 
hopelessly or after it had been trans- 
lated by one of the others into an in- 
telligible language, would go off into 
roars of laughter, pat tthe swbaltern on 
the back in an entirely friendly and 
yet quite respectful fashion and dis 
appear in the direction of the kitchea 
to fetch the orders. 

With the exception of Redfern all 
ofthese men belonged to the Britis 
Political intelligence staff in Athens. 
Nominally they were attached to the 
International Passport Bureau, but 
passports tcover a multitude of sinners, 
and to this multitude these five and 
others had been giving their attention 
for a considerable time, 

Redfern had only just arrived in 
Athens. fe had come from London, 
and was connected with a British mer- 
cantile company, and wished to go to 
Constantinople. As the Turkish sur- 
render had only just taken place, or- 
dinary civilian traffic to that city had 
not yet been resumed. With only a 
few special exceptions no one ‘but 
Allied officers, naval, military or poll- 
tical, were allowed Ito go to Constan- 
tinople. Redfern had been ordered by 
the authorities in London to report to 
Athens before being allowed to go fur- 
ther. He had done so, and although a 
certain amount of curiosity existed as 
to the failure of the authorities in 
London to give any indication as to 
the desirability of his going on, still 
nothing was apparently known against 
him in Athens and the Levantine at 
the table had known ‘him well in Con- 
stantiople before the war, and repre- 
sented him tas quite above suspicion. 
His application to go on had _ there- 
fore been granted, and on the even- 
ing in question he was expecting to 
leave for Constantinople some three 
days later by a Greek destroyer going 
from Athens, ‘and (carrying a few civil- 
jans along wilth her crew. 

It has been said that the subaltern’s 
attempts at speaking Greek aroused 
the amusement of tthe others at the 
table. An exception should be made 
in the case of Redfern. He was not at 
all amused. On the contrary he was 
contemptuous. It was only on the pre- 
vious day that he had first been intro- 
duced by the Levantine to tthe others 
at the table, but from the first intro- 
duction there had been between him 
and the subaltern a hardly veiled 
hostility. It was one of those cases of 
immediate recognition of complete in- 
compatibility of temperament. Red- 
fern was ponderous, harsh and insol- 
ent in manner. The subaltern was air- 
ily reckless of tongue, taking a cheer- 


; ful delight in the flow of witty stories 


and chaff that wsed to go round the 
table in the restaurant, where the 
men of the Intelligence Staff regularly 
gathered for meals. Moreover, anoth- 
er point of difference had developed 
between the two almost in the first 
moments of their meeting. The talk 
at the table had turned on the ‘con- 
tinued failure of the German fleet to 
come out and face the hazards of an- 
other great halttle, and the reports of 
mutinies among the men, which were 
becoming known. Some one express- 
ed the opinion that the German navy 
was incurring a lasting and ineradi- 
cable stigma of dishonour ‘by its war 
record, and ithe subaltern heartily 
agreed. Redfern turned angrily on 
the speaker. “Well,” he said, ‘“what- 
ever happens, you can’t call them 
cowards.” Under the existing circum. 
stances that was just what. all those 
present, like a large section of the 
world at large, were inclined to call 
the German seamen, but it was per- 
haps not what was said by Redfern as 
the manner of its saying that arrested 
attention. From that moment war was 
silently declared between Redfern and 
the subaltern. 

Now the wine of Greece is both very 
good and very cheap, at least ama- 
tteurs in wine drinking think so. The 
water of Greece on the contrary {is 
scarce and had, and that of Athens, 
the capital city, is no exception to the 
general rule. Therefore, even con- 
sclenitious teetotallers can find it pos- 
sible to persuade their consciences 
that when in Greece it {s wise—and 
when on active service for one’s coun- 
try it is more than wise, it is a solemn 
duty, 'to refrain from imperilling their 
health ‘by drinking tainted water, and 
to sustain and stimulate their srength 
hy partaking mildly of the wine of the 
country, at one drachma, equal to 
abont 20 cents, per half bottle. To 
this wise and patriotic practice ‘the 
party in question all subscribed, and a 
custom had grown up amongst them 
of finishing their modest meals by the 
drinking of toasts. Naturally these 
usually had some reference to the 
war. The subaltern had no soft-

[If 
he had got here before Germany sur- 
rendered, he might have done you the 
greatest harm, though the end would 
have been the same,and we should only 
have suffered more forGermany’s sake. 
After Germany herself had laid down 
her arms, of course he was too late. 
We heard that he had been kept in 
Athens and we guessed that some one 
must have suspected something, but 
we did not know how it was.” 


Ryelair knew the reason of the sus-

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PAPER FROM STRAW—A 
POSSIBLE NEW INDUSTRY 


It was announced last week in the 
daily press that samples of paper 
made from straw had been received in 
Alberta and that it is of excellent 
quality. Quite rightly it is suggested 
that here is a possible new industry 
of real importance for Western ‘Cana- 
da. In the last few years millions of 
tons of straw have ‘been burnt in this 
country simply 'to get rid of it. Now 
it is apparent ‘that Instead of such use- 
less wasting of the straw iit may be 
converted into the paper for which 
modern civilization makes such enor- 
mous demands. 
ing Post” has used this straw paper 
for printing purposes, and details of 
the process can it appears be got 
through that paper. Naturally every 
district in the ‘west will consider the 
possibility of getting the new indus- 
try, if it really turns out to be a new 
industry, established within its own 
terrftory. Without claiming for Red 
Deer any extraordinary advantages it 
seems ‘possible to suggest that this 
distridt and this city might tbe as suit- 
able as any other for 'the setting up of 
such an industry. The South of Alber- 
ta no doubt has sometimes a greater 
volume of straw at its disposal ‘but 
often it has little or none in the dry 
years, and on the other hand it is 
very rarely that this distridt has not 
got plenty straw even when the grain 
has not come wp to expectations. 
What would be interesting to know is 
whether it is possible to manufacture 
on a comparatively small scale © with- 
out incurring great capital expendi- 
ture such as the bigger cities are 
usually better able to arrange than 
such a small place as Red Deer. If 
so, then there seems to be no reason 
why an attempt should not be made 
to get the manufacture fbegun here. 
This is althing that some of our local 
organizations might perhaps looks in- 
to. An enquiry to the ‘Morning Post” 
would no doubt elicit at least some 
information. The process of manufac- 
ture is evidently named after the in- 
ventor of it, a Mr. De Vine. 
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THE LEGISLATURE TAKES SOME 
STEPS IN THE RIGHT 
\ DIRECTION 


In the closing days of the session the 
Alberta Legislature dealt with at least 
two measures which will ‘be generally 
approved. The first was a_ redistri- 
bution Will, the effect of which will be 
to reduce the number of members of 
the Legislature by six. It is nothing 
like as large a reduction as ought to 
take place, but still it is a reduction, 
and that is so far good. The other 
Measure was an amendment to the 
Tax Recovery Act, and it provides 
that where proceedings for the sale or, 
forfeiture of land for ‘taxes are being 
taken, notice of such proceedings shall 
be sent by the Registrars of the Land 
Titles districts to all parties interest- 
ed. This is quite as it should be, and 
it marks areturn towards the old posi- 
kion of safety and simplicity in our 
Tand titles system, which ought never 
to hafe been tampered with. Undoubt- 
edly the Governcent ‘has felt the -pres- 
sure of public opinion in 'these matters. 
It has ylelded to that pressure, not 
very eagerly or on as generous a

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TARIFFS AND EMBARGOES 


In the discussions and controversies 
over the tariff question it is inevitable 


that tariff relations with Ithe United 
States should take a very prominent 
place. Since the rejection by Canada 
of the rectprocity agreemenlt in 1911, 
the United States policy towards this 
country has been, speaking generally, 
one of increasingly high, almost in 
some cases, prohibitive tariffs, and 
there is no question that such tariffs 
have hit the western farmers badly. 
The imposition of the tariff, however, 
raised no protest in Canada. It was 
recognized that the United States has 
the most complete right to exclude al 
together, if she thinks fit, the prod- 
ucts of other countries. There is, 
nevartheless, a corresponding right 
in Canada to take any measures 
thought necessary to protect her own 
interests, and Canadian business men 
looking round for means to revive and 
increase Canadian trade, have seen 
such in the timber and water power 
resources of Canada. The paper trade

manufacturers. Further, in spite of 
tariffs, the States flour millers must 
have large quantities of Canadian 
wheat to keep their flour up to the 
best standards. The natura} !thing for 
Canadians to say is: “If the States 
will not allow our western farmers to 
sell their products in American mar- 
kets except at a grievous disadvan- 
tage, then the Americans shall not 
have our pulpwood, our water-gener- 
ater electrical power, or our wheat. 
If tthey neei these things, Iet them 
come and establish factories in Can- 
ada, and employ Canadian labor and 
pay Canadian taxes.” 

Instantly a roar of protest goes up 
from the States. The Canadian stand- 
point is declared to ‘Be selfish, con- 
trary to international brotherhood, 
wholly intolerable to the broad-minded 
children of justice in the States. It 
would be merely funny, if there were 
not Canadian public men disposed to 
listen apparently with something like 
fear to this American clamour. “We 
cannot do this,” they say. “It might 
even be regarded as a cause for war 
by the States. If we have once begun 
to export electrical power, we cannot 
stop it.’ In the first place it would 
not ‘be regarded as a cause for war at 
all. The United States may bully and 
dismember a wretched little Central 
American republic like Colombia in 
order to get a Panama canal. She 
woud not dare to challenge the British 
Empire for the sake of Canadian pulp 
wood or electrical power. In any 
event, one Ithing is absolutely certain. 
Canada cannot for a moment afford 
to tolerate in the States anything like 
an attitude of control or dictation. 
Canada’s resources of timber, of water 
power, of wheat, are absolutely her 
own to do with as she pleases at any 
time and under any circumstances, 
and the sooner that fact is put on pub- 
lic record for al! whom it may con- 
cern to understand, tife better it will 
be. Tt may not be good policy to put 
an embargo on pulpwood or power— 
that is a matter for argument—but 
when pwbhlNc men in Canada suggest 
even the shadow of a doubt as to Can- 
ada’s right to do so, then {it is time 
to ask them to what country 'they 
consider they owe their first alle- 
glance. Also it Is well for the enthu- 
siasts for complete ‘Canadian auton- 
omy to note the fact that it is only 
because of the power of the Bmpire 
behind Canada that Canada can afford 
to view with complete contempt the 
menacing wproar of the American 
business men who are trying ‘to sug- 
gest that they have something like a

THE.CRISIS IN FRANCE 


There appears ‘to be no doubt that’ 
France has reached a position of ser- 
ious danger. The Radical-Socialist 
| government of M. Herriot has fallen. 
It is not, however, merely a party 
government that is in danger. It is 
‘the whole economic, perhaps also the 
social structure of France that is 
threatened. Plain ordinary bank- 
ruptcy looming on the horizon is the 
main cause of the trouble, due, as was’ 
pointed out in our news summary last 
week, to overspending, failure to tax 
the country adequately, and non- 
receipt of reparations from Germany. 
The value of the franc has fallen to 


little over a quarter of its pre-war par- 
value, and only enormous efforts and 


something like financial sleight-of- 
hand have kept and are ‘keeping it 
from falling to even lower levels. Gov- 
ernment loans can be raised only with 
great difficulty and at high rates of 
interest. The whole credit of France 
is shaken, and it is not clear how it 
can be restored except by some such 
desperate methods as have given Ger- 
many a fresh start at the cost of ruin 
to countless numbers of her own peo- 
ple and heavy losses to those outside 
of Germany who bought marks. 

There is another disturbing factor 
in France also. That is the revived 
religious controversy. Over 20 years 
ago it seemd as if France had definite- 
ly adopted the attitude of secularising 
her whole public life, that ds to say, 
getting rid of the churches altogether 
except as purely private powerless 
institutions. The property of the 
great Roman Catholic orders was 
largely seized on behalf of the state. 
The ‘iConcordat” or agreement - with 
the Pope, was denounced. France de- 
clared herself non-religious. The war 
opened the question again by causing 
a distinct religious revival, and the 
recovery of Asace-Lorraine made it 
acute. The two provinces are strong- 
ly Catholic, and strongly attached to 
their church. The proposal of the 
Government of Paris to reduce the 
church in Alsace-Lorraine to the same 
negligible position as in the rest of 
France raised strong opposition in 
the recovered provinces, and helped to 
rouse again in France generally the 
embers of religious strife. The church 
party headed, at least nominally, by 
General De Castelneau, has been hold- 
ing public demonstrations against the 
Government’s attitude, and working 
hard for its downfall. In this con- 
nection it is worth noting that Genera] 
De Castelneau is to some extent a dis- 
appointed and embittered man. He 
was Marshal Joffre’s chief of staff in 
the early part of the war, and his ser- 
vices and abilities entitled him in the 
opinionof many to receive promotion 
to the coveted rank of Marshal of 
France. He was not, however, given 
{such promotion, and it is suspected 
that his religious and political opin- 
‘ions ‘were the cause of its being refus- 
‘ed. As aresult he is now at ‘the head 
, of the antigovernment movement, 
{which might not hesitate ‘to go even ta 
were 
‘thought !that there was a chance of 


success. A financial collapse and pan- 
‘ic in France might afford such a 
chance. A brilliant and dissatisfied 
soldier has always been a disturbing 
element in France. 

There are other dangerous men 
waiting to fish in troubled waters in 
France. One such f& M. Caillaux, once 
Prime Minister, then convicted traitor, 
now amnestied, and gradually resum- 
ing his old position in public life. 
Finally, behind all the internal enem- 
ies stands the grim spectre of a reviv- 
ing Germany burning for revenge. It 
is no wonder that Frenchmen are 
anxious for their country. Her victory 
in the war seems Ito have cost a price 
she may not be able to pay and live.

THE CRUISE OF THE DREAM SHIP

It cost an absurdly 
small sum, and the refitting and laying 
in of stores for the Jong voyage were 
also managed on a scale surprisingly 
cheap. Ship and stores cost them less 
than $1,000.00. Then they “learned 
‘navigation,’ which meant that for a 
month the two men studied the elem- 
. entary rudiments of the art of finding 
, their way across the pathless ocean, 
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Their ‘teacher was an.old retired sea 
captain, who regarded:their enter- 
prise as hazardous in the. extreme— 
which it was—and finally volunteered: 
to go with them as far as Spain to get 
them at least started on itheir way. 
How efficient their navigation was 
may be gathered from the subsequent 
fact that they nearly missed America 
after gettting across the Atlantic. 

Their course was from the South of 
England to Spain, then westwards ‘to 
the Azcores Islands, and (then right 
across the Atlantic. The author’s sis- 
ter, known familiarly as “Peter,” took 
her turn at steering with the two 
men, and was also the chief stand-by 
in cooking in the limited space of the 
tiny cabin. ven though they ttook a 
southerly course at the best time of 
the year, it was a very risky thing for 
such inexperienced men lto face the 
Atlantic in such a frail craft, and'that 
they got across with apparently not 
much danger in the way of storms 
must be attributed mainly. to a kindly 
Providence. The narrowest escape 
they had was due to circumstances 
superficially absurd, which however 
came very near to being Itragic. The 
little vessel was‘becalmed one day in 
midocean and the two men decided to 
have a swim while waiting for a 
breeze. “Peter’ was down below in 
the cabin asleep. The men therefore 
lashed the helm, got inlto their bath- 
ing suits and jumped overboard. Both 
were expert swimmers and did not 
hesitate to swim away from the ship. 
Suddenly over tthe’ sea came the 
gentlest puff of a breeze and they saw 
their ship: begin to glide away from 
them, not fast but yet ltoo quickly for 
them to overtake her by swimming. 
They shouted at Ithe tops of their voic- 
es in the hope of rousing “Peter,,” but 
for some time their shouts were in 
vain, and it was only when the ship 
had reached some little distance from 
them and they began to realize ‘the 
extreme peril they were in that a 
small figure at last appeared on deck, 
and, quickly seeing the situation, put 
the ship about and enabled them to 
get aboard again. 

They ipassed through the Panama 
Canal after another providential es- 
cape from difficulties, this time of a 
financial nature, and reached the Gala- 
pagos Oslands, a little growp of small 
volcanic islands lying almost on the 
Equator, whose inhabitants were— 
and presumaby are—distinctly pictur- 
esque, if nothing else. They met 
there an old Englishman who for some 
unknown reason had taken up_ his 
residence in that outlandish place” 
years before and remained there ever 
since. He told them a strange story 
of a buried Spanish treasure and in- 
vited them to join with their ship in 
hunting for it. They decided against 
spending the time and risking ‘the 
ship among the reefs of Ithe islands, 
but ‘the author suggests that it is at 
least possible that the story may be 
true and in any event he leaves behind 
an idea for a most romantic holiday 
quest for any who can pick up a suit- 
able shiip on the Pacific Coast. 

From the Galapagos !they  success- 
fully made their way across the 
mighty stretch of the Pacific to the 
South Sea Islands as 'to which the 
author has a good deal of interest to 
tell, of the beauty of the islands and 
the anything but beautiful people who 
are to be met with there. 

Finally the littel Dream Ship was 
sold, sold almost by accident and in 
jest for far more than had been paid 
for her in Engand. “Peter” was so 
disgusted with her brother for selling 
the ship that she refused !to speak to 
him for several days. 

The book is written in a most at- 
tractive style and has some _ good 
photographic illustrations. For any 
people, looking for something in the 
way of an utterly unconventional holi- 
day alt comparatively little expense, 
the book is well worth reading, just 
as it is for those whom circumstances 
compel to do their adventuring only in 
the regions of fancy and from ‘the 
safety of an arm chair in front of a 
fire.

NATURE NOTES 


GIVE THE DUCKS A CHANCE! 


Owing to the heavy snowfall of last 
winter, many a slough and pot-hole will 
hold water this spring that has not 
done so for years. 

Ducks love these newly-filled, gras- 
sy hollows and many pairs will select 
one as a suitable site for nesting pur- 
poses, even though it be close to some 
travelled road or farmyard. A fine 
Green-head Mallard and his duck or, 
perhaps, a pair of Canvas-backs or 
Pintails wlil rouse the sporting instinct 
in farm lads and passers-by. 

Before getting down the shot-gun, 
though, or letting the boy use his .22, 
let’s give the matter a few minutes’ 
consideration. 

In tthe old homestead days—15 or 20 
or more years ago—tthere was some 
justification for potting a couple of 
spring ducks on the slough at the back 
of the recently built log shack. The 
store was usually a long trip away and 
country stores rarely carried fresh 
meat during warm weather. A brace 
of ducks in the pot with a few slices 
of old-time fat salt pork gave one 
something to look forward to after a 
strenuous day of clearing and grub- 
bing. But times have changed. The 
butcher or a farmers’ beef ring brings 
fresh meat reasonably close to most 
of us. Spring ducks have lost their 
appeal as a meat supply and, from a 
sporting point of view, just now is 'the 
best time to leave the gun at home. 

With good luck, a duck will raise a 
brood of eight or ten ducklings and a 
bag of eight or ‘ten: stubble-fed mal- 
lards next November will provide some 
first-class hunting and some real good 
eating. 

Due to a number of causes, our duck 
population has shown a considerable 
decrease during the last 20 years. 

Those who have made a study of the 
subject have come to the conclusion 
that spring shooting ‘has had a lot to 
do with this state of affairs. 

Sportsmen and bird-lovers in both 
this country and the United States 
have taken the mattter. up with their 
respective governments and, a8 a_re- 
sult, the Migratory Birds Convention 
Act was drawn up and signed. 

Amongst many other provisions for 
the protection of our birds, the Migra- 
tory Birds’ Convention Act provides 
heavy penalties for duck-shooting out 
of season. 

Your true sportsman will see the 
wisdom of this and will do what he 
can to co-operate in the enforcement 
of this law. Aside from the sporting 
aspect, there is much to Interest one 
in the 12 or 15 species of ducks that 
commonly ‘haunt our ponds’ and 
sloughs.

is the more clearly understandable 
presentment of conditions and it is 
an equally reliable guide because 
there exists no phase of Canada’s in- 
dustrial and commercial life which is 
not touched upon and affected by the 
truly national institution of which it 
is an annual record. 

The company’s report for the year 
just issued, reflects the marked con- 
traction the nation’s business has ex- 
perienced. Gross earnings for the 
year totalled $182,502,155, a decline 
of $13,334,933 from those of the pre- 
vious year. Freight earnings alone 
decreased by $10,794,416. Working 
expenses, including all taxes totalled 
$145,274,914, a decrease of $13,083,- 
165. Net earnings totalled $37,227,- 
241, a decrease for the year of $251,- 
168. The working expenses for the 
year, including all taxes, gmount to 
79.60 per cent. of the gross earnings, 
and the net earnings to 20:40 per 
cent., as compared with 80.86 per 
cent. and 19.14 per cent. respectively 
in 1923. 

In his summary to the annual re- 
port Chairman and President E. W. 
Beatty points out that the decrease 
in freight earnings, which alone 
amounted to $10,794,416, is largely 
accounted for by the much smaller 
movement of grain and flour, par- 
ticularly the former, owing to the 
smaller crop in Western Canada. He 
instances also a substantial. decrease 
in the movement of manufactured 
articles as a result of the general 
business situation. Notwithstanding 
this, he says, the result of the com- 
pany’s operations must be consid- 
ered satisfactory. 


Mr. Beatty pointed out that the 
company’s land sales for the year 
totalled 96,755 acres, of which 6,741 


fellows. A Mallard or Shoveller 
(Spoonbill he is generally called) or 
Teal drake in his new spring suit mak- 
es a striking bird picture. 

The mother ducks are, without ex- 
‘ception, much more soberly coloured 
and they surely need to be for they 
have the duty of hatching and rearing 
a young family. 

Most of our ducks nest on the 
ground, sometimes at long distances 
from water and bright colours would 
attract every egg-hunting Crow or 
hungry coyote. 

One of my game guardian friends 
tells me that some farm dogs are re- 
sponsible for the destruction of hun- 
dreds of duck nests. So keep an eye 
on your dog lest ‘he develop that de- 
testable and apparently incurable hab- 
it of egg-eating. 

Let‘s give the ducks a chance this 
year and we will enjoy their company 
during the summer and hhave better 
sport next fall. 


Major Lister reports ‘that while rid- ' 
ing through the bush east of town 
early one morning recently he came 
on a rabbit which appeared to be quite 
without fear. He dismounted, and go- 
ing quietly up to it, actually stroked it 
two or three times on the back before 


it hopped leisurely away. 


The rabbits have been exceedingly 
numerous all over the province this 
winter, and have even come into the 
towns. There was onein the Post 
Office square the other day and an- 
other haunted Mr. T. S. Miller’s gar- 
den all Winter till a dog killed it.

The schedules 
of sailings of other companies were 
also enlarged with the result that 
competition was increased, and this 
and the drastic immigration laws of 
the United States, together with the 
failure of Canadian immigration to 
reach the proportions expected by 
the Government and the transporta- 
tion companies, were the principal 
causes of the unsatisfactory show- 
ing. The steamship companies, in 
order to assist in making effective 
the immigration policy of the coun- 
try, allowed a rebate of fifteen dol- 
lars in the fare of each immigrant, 
but, notwithstanding this concession, 
the decrease in third-class westbound 
passengers was 15,000 and the cost 
to the Company of the rebates is 
$325,000, with.a corresponding reduc- 
tion in its net earnings. The total 
earnings westbound were $1,748,000 
less than in 1923. The eastbound 
passenger carryings were somewhat 
greater than in 1923, owing largely 
to the attraction of the Wembley Ex- 
hibition. Freight traffic showed a 
very moderate increase, amounting 
in earnings to $503,000 and in ton- 
nage to 125,000 tons. In the result, 
the operations of the Atlantic fleet 
showed a decrease in revenue from 
all sources of $1,979,000 under 1923 
and an increase of $617,000 in ex- 
enses owing to the increased num- 
er of voyages.

Undoubtedly in- 
tervention by Parliament will be 
necessary in order that a scale of 
rates may. be evolved which will be 
free from such discrimination, even 
though legal in character.

A general lower scale 
of rates is not possible without 
grave unfairness to the transporta- 
tion companies unless brought about 
through increase of traffic in con- 
sequence of greater population and 
development in the country itself.

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BOXING MATCHES AT 
THE REX THEATRE 


On the afternoon of Friday last four 
boxing maltches took place in the Rex 
Theatre. The main match was be- 
tween Tommy Rogers, of Calgary, and 
Murray McKinnon, of Red Deer, for 
the. welter-weight championship of 
Western Canada. Before this took 
place ithere were three preliminary 
bouts. The ifirst was a three-round 
match between the young Dancocks 
brothers. The boys gave a nice ex- 
hibition of clean boxing, which was 
quite enjoyable to watch. The smaller 
of the brothers had a very neat 
straight left, which had not much 
power ‘behind it but Janded cleanly 
and smartly. Referee Mooney adjudg- 
ed the match a draw. 

The second match, also a_ three- 
round one, was between Dick White- 
side and Harold Dancocks. Dancocks 
was the aggressor for most of the 
time, but was apt to be wild with his 
swings, and exposed himself to what 
might have been very damaging re- 
turns from a faster man than White- 
side showed himself tobe. The bout 
was fought at a fast pace and like the 
first one was adjudged to be a draw. 

The third match was intended to be 
a five-round one between Teddy Rear of 
Calgary and Jim Flynn of Willowdale. 
It was refereed by Kid Lacas of Cal- 
gary. From 'the outset it looked as if 
Rear was the more experienced man. 
He‘has a curious style and evidently 
believes in short blows at close quar- 
ters as against Tong swings. There 
was a suggestion in this bowt of sword 
against lance, and as usual the wield- 
er of the shorter weapon was the more 
effective, having the better control of 
his (blows and being less apt to leave 
himself apen to damaging counter- 
strokes if this blow failed to take 
effect. Unfortunately, in the third 
round Rear accidentally struck his op- 
ponent too low. and the match was at 
once given to Flynn. That there was 
no ill-will involved was seen in the 
two combatants watching the final 
bout side by side. 

The main match was disappointing. 
It was intended to be one of twelve 
rounds but lasted only five. Rogers 
is considerably more experienced than 
McKinnon, and once ‘the had measured 
his opponent, had considerably the bet- 
ter of the fighting. He got a surprise, 
though, in the first round when Mc- 
Kinnon knocked him down with a 
night swing. Rogers was quickly up 
again and evidently did not feel the 
blow unduly. To an inexpert onlooker 
it seemed as if McKinnon’s style of 
holding his hands very low was a 
risky one to employ against a fast op- 
ponent, who might beat him in the 
speed of ‘his stroke and get home on 
his unguarded jaw. He also ‘has a very 
unsafe trick of ducking his head and 
going in with hardiy any protection 
against wppercitts. Nevertheless, he 
made a plucky fight of it in spite of 
getting some heavy punishment. In 
the fourth round McKinnon narrowly 
missed getting thome with another 
right swing, but Rogers got back in 
time to make it only a light graze. In 
the fifth round McKinnon, who was 
bleeding slighitly, was knocked down 
for a count of nine, and immediately 
after was knocked out. It was not 
clear just what the stroke was which 
finished the match. McKinnon deserv- 
es all credit for taking on so formi- 
dable an opponent, and is young 
enough to profit by experience for 
future bouts. Kid Lucas refereed this 
match also. 

Throughout the bouts there was a 
thoroughly good feeling maintained 
between the combatants, and when 
one was watching the two boys, par- 
ticularly, the healthy character of the 
sport was apparent. It is the non- 
participating spectators on whom the 
effect is doubtful, as is the case wilh 
all games which are merely watched 
and not shared. 


The footballers have had their finst 
practice in Red Deer and got a good 
turnout, about 22 men taking part. 
It is a pity from the footballers stand- 
point that the schools in Red Deer are 
not playing football Ito any extent, as 
new recruits are wanted badly, now 
that some ofthe older men are feeling 
inclined to drop out of the game. 


The cricketers should mot have 
long !to wait now before their ground 
is fit for play. Last season was 
quite successful, and there is no reas- 
on why cricket should not get a firm 
hold in Red Deer. Outside matches 
are needed Ito stir up enthusiasm, but 
it should be possible to get enough of 
these if steps are taken at once. 


In Calgary and Edmonton the {fodt- 
ball season began on Friday last and 
there is nolack of teams to make it a 
good one. 


The British Rugby enthusiasts are 
organizing in Alberta. They have, 
however, taken a doubtful step in 
altering the rules by allowing substi- 
tutes to be introduced in the course of 
a game. This is the rule in several 
games, but it is not and never has 
been the rule in either association or 
British rugby, and it is a pity for our 
rugbyites to make their game differ- 
ent from lthe British one if they are 
going to try to introduce it to Western 
Canada. Either ‘the same game or a 
quite different one would be best. 


The golf courses are getting into or- 
der for play. There has been some 
play on the Red Deer course and it 
will soon be in full swing. 


In Calgary last week a jumping 
match ‘took place between a Calgary 
horse, “Barra Lad,”’ and an Edmonton 
one, “Bay Eagle.” The Edmonton 
horse had sprained a foot and was 
given ahandicap of three inches, but 
the Calgary horse won, covering 6 
feet 6 indhes in its highest jump. 


On Saturday evening “Barra Lad" 
beat ithe existing Alberta record held 
by “Smoky.” “Barra Lad’ jumped 7 
feet 11% inches. 


The wonderful Finnish runner 
Nurmi has ‘been winning in Ottawa as 
he has won inthe States and Europe. 
The most notable feature about this 
running {is not only his endurance but 
the fact that he runs flat-footed, where 
as it dias for long been a _ sort of 
axiom uf runners to run on their toes.
